By no fair and honest setting forth of 
figures can tbs water department show 
a surplus to Its credit over and above 
lie obligations, and It Is evident that If 
water mains are:to be extended It muet 
be by an Issue of bonds from year to 
year until tbe flcanoiel condition of tbe 
water department Is such that it can 
clearly show a surplus over and above 
its operating expenses. The law at 
present limits the amount of bonds that 
can be iaeued for such purposes to 
$6000. It is obvious that sueb an 
amount la tbs limit that oan legally be 
applied to water main extensions this 
year In this town. If by means of a 
juggling of water statistics the Counotl 
exoeeds that amount tbls year, tbe 
juggling la certain of exposure In due 
time, and those responsible for It will 
be held to account. 


A SperUtor'M Reflections. 

To thb Editob of Thb Citi sen ; 

Bib—A s a spectator I wus muoh In¬ 
terested in tbe talk at the Council meet¬ 
ing on the evening of June 4th In con¬ 
nection with the oomplatots made by tbe 
citizens of Watseselng against tbe 
methods pursued by tbe parties doing 
odLStruotloa work for a new factory In 
that locality. A lawyer made a defence 
lor the oompaoy along the usual stereo¬ 
typed lines, but he did not break down 
the fact that there wae just and ample 
cause for oomplalat. The most lntoreet- 
log feature of the whole affair waa tbe 
blissful Ignorance of governmental 
authority hers manifested by those In 
oharge of tbe work, and It appears as If 
there was considerable justification for 
sa assumption of absence of govern¬ 
mental control In Watseaslng when It is 
considered that government officials 
were apparently Ignorant of what was 
going on until tbe people rose In remon¬ 
strance. I wae told by a fellow spec¬ 
tator that tbe government employs a 
speolsl official called superintendent of 
public woiks and Improvements, whose 
duty It Is to take oognlz&nce of just such 
things as were set forth In tbe Watsee- 
sing remonstrance. It seems almost In¬ 
credible that so muoh liberty could be 
token with the public rights as was 
taken la Watseaslng and a public offlslal 
ha Ignorant of It. 

The men In oharge of the factory work 
oan be pardoned for going on tbe 
assumption that Bloomfield waa a place 
Without a government, If they did so. It 
was ao| for them to go In search of the 
g m tnment. la.any other town tbe gov¬ 
ernment would have been after them. 
One good feature of New York city gov¬ 
ernment that we who do business In the 
dty admire Is tbe promptness with 
Which a city government lnepeotor gets 
sfter you If you attempt the violation of 
a dty ordinance or undertake to do any¬ 
thing without a permit. It le remarkable 
wltd what alacrity the city Inspector 
finds you out, and must be highly amus¬ 
ing to the Westtogbonee-Ohureh-Kerr 
meD, who are familiar with the rules and 
regulations of many town and oltles, to 
think that If It had not been for some 
oamplalning citizens in tbe Immediate 
vicinity they would have finished tbelr 
(•story and got In operation before tbe 
lseal offlolal who looks after pnbllo 
works knew that they were here at all.
